The following remarks are provided in response to the Notification mailed September 23, 



Applicant respectfully submits that sequence listings are only required if imbranched 
sequences of four or more amino acids or unbranched sequences often or more nucleotides are 
disclosed. However, this requirement does not appear to be applicable in the pending application 
because both 5'-xanthylic acid and its product 5'-guanylic acid are known compounds and not 
generally referred to by gene sequence.
